George Croshawfh. 18*13-1882) was the *1\ th child of George Fox Croshaw and Mary Ann Poultney. He met 
and married Margaret Hodgins (h. 18*13) in 186*1 at Cleveland,Ohio. Che u/as the daughter of John Hodgins 
C Vi 801 ) and Margaret Hodgins ( h.1811 )■ Mary’s parents were both horn in Ireland. Margaret herself was 
horn in “Upper Canada” in 18*13. It is unknown exactly when her parents left Ireland hut they did farm just 

outside of Ottawa. Margaret’s mother died in 1861. 
John Hodgins passed away in 188*1- IMe find her, 
Margaret, in the census, living in Richmond, Ontario in 
1861. 

George, a painter hy trade, would not live very long, and 
he passed away at the age of 31, leaving Margaret to 
raise the family. His death was, (according to stories 
anyway) ” a result of walking on a cold floor when he 
was getting a drink of water for his child Ida, while he 
had hives". I give this story no credence. He most likely 
had a heart attack or a stroke.

Englandhe married Margaret and Started his family in Ohio, and 
that George did indeed pass away in England■ It is unsure if 
Margaret “ran off” to Cleveland and married George against the 
wishes of her father or if they simply met in Cleveland and married 
there. It was certainly an unconventional marriage as she was 
Irish; he was English. 

They moved hack to England sometime before 18?? as their 
youngest child, Ida May Croshaw, was horn there. They lived in 
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£V for at least five years, when George died in 1882. George Cenior is (varied in Chi/vers-Coton, England, 
as is bis father George For Croshaw. 

Margaret had four children to consider so this knust have encouraged her to go hack to Canada where she 
could he closer to her side of the family. Her own father, John fjodgins, had passed away in 1881■ Che did, 
however, have eight other Siblings in Canada. 

George Jr, his oldest Son (and kny Great Grandfather) was 11 when his father died in 1882-. George and 
Margaret had five children. They were: 

• Janies Henry Croshaw fh. 1865-1866) He died as a baby and is buried in Ohio. 

• George Croshaw (b.1868-1118) He carried T)°ra Cuddie in 1881, in Ottawa, Canada. 

• Mary Ella (Ernr^a)Croshaw (b. 1870-1131) Che carried William Edward Currie (b. 1866) in Canada. 

• William Robert Croshaw fb. 1873) He carried Mary Matilda Hickey (b. 187l)in Canada. 

• Ida May Croshaw fb. 1877-1163) Che carried George William Legge in 1100 in Canada. 


Trokn these family n^en^bers the Croshaw family grew in Canada, primarily through George R JJora Croshaw as 
well as his younger brother, William Robert Croshaw. As we will see in the sixth generation, eventually, George 
and T)ora would knove west- It also appears that Dora’s father Janies Cuddie also knoved to the sakne area, 
Carberry, Manitoba. Perhaps he was living with the Croshaws. 


Mary Ella Croshaw 

Mary Ella for Eknkna) Croshaw carried William Edward Croshaw. Cotnetitne after they were carried in 1811 
and while living in /[Jew York, William abandoned her and his daughter, Margarette. I have only the record of 
one child with Mary and WiHianx. Che apparently assumed that William had died and she was a widow, so in 
1101 she carried Robert l/fj- H- Currie. It would appear she was wrong by the attached newspaper articles. 
Mary also claimed her second husband was cruel and knore interested in her teen aged daughter, Margarette. 
The judge considered the daughter as “having wayward ways”. Margarette went on to knarry Cannuel Roland in 
1111 at the age of twenty. 


Although I can find no record of her first husband, Mary passed away in 1131. Robert, her second husband, 
went on to have a long and Successful carriage with his second wife, Miss McDsrby. I have records that show 
they had knany children.

George Croshaw Jr met Dora Cuddie in Ottawa and they would marry on June 25, 1881- The picture below is 
from their wedding. It shows then*, with the best man and the bridesmaid- According to the wedding record, 
we were able to correctly identify the people in the photo. We are fortunate to have both the record of 
marriage and a copy of the wedding certificate, both that follow here. 


It should be noted here that John Garret would also marry Florence Cuddie... five days later on June 30, 1881- 
He listed his occupation on the wedding records as a painter. It is possible that John Garret and George 
Croshaw met while working together, they were after all, both painters. 


I cannot help but note that there was also a Garret family that attended the same church as the Croshaws 
in England. I asked myself, if perhaps both John Garret and George Croshaw were friends even before the 
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Croshaw family cam back to CAcacia fror^ Erg/Ard- Did]ien Garret com to Canada. with the Croshaws?

Dora would 
have been 55 in this photo, Her daughter, Ester, to her right, 
would have been 32. I an^ dating this based upon the clothing and 
appearances. 

When I first received this photo it had been “colorized" ■ Dora did 
pass away in 113? and color photography did not exist prior to 
this tin^e. 

Dora Croshaw died in 113? and is buried in Greenville Cemetery.

The Warren family 

Ester Iris Croshaw (b. 181l) and Robert Warren (b. 1882-) 


This history is written based upon various records and stories I have recovered over time. 

Much of what I have here was supplied by Robert Edward Warren, my unde, who has since passed■ Much of 
his genealogical work was /incited at the time he published his work, “The Warren family”. I have used much of 
his work and corrected and expanded the history based upon the records I have discovered and pictures I 
have included from the archive I have preserved for 
the family.

Many of the photos I have included have com to me 
through various extended family Members, including 
Berneda Bergum, Barbara Turner, and Ken Rcott- 
Thank you all for contributing. Rom corrections 
were necessary for historical accuracy. 

My mother was Vivian Agnes Warren fb. May 20, 
1121). Ehe was the youngest daughter of Robert 
Warren, the town butcher in VegreviHe, Alberta. Che 
grew up with nine siblings and many of her immediate 
family went on to move throughout Western Canada. 
Her parents actually had eleven children but one died 
guite young (Grace Warren, twin to Kenneth). I 
Suspect that there may have been an twelfth child 
but I have yet to uncover any records for that would 
absolutely confirm that. 
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My father, Cecil Raranych, was a first generation (Jkrainian-Canadian. He was born to John Paranich and 
Victoria Bandura, both immigrants to Canada from B'da, Ukraine in the early 1 fOO’s. His children are also 
scattered around Alberta and British Columbia. At last count,John and Victoria had more than 200 
descendants. I Suspect it is somewhat more at this point. 


John had com to Canada with his father Cyril, his Mther Maria Julia Runajewski and five other brothers of 
various ages. The Paranich (Raranicz, Raranych) family Members all established them.se/ves well in Canada. 
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My father faet fay farther ir the tow* of VegreviHe, Alberts shortly after he was discharged fro fa the RCAF at 
the erd of the Record World War. Eo, as a result of their faarriage, 1 afa the fourth child of six ir total a 
second gereratior Ukrairiar with ties to Erg/ard (thru the Croshaws ard Warrers), Ireland (through the 
Hodgirs) ard Ecottard (thru the Cuddie lire) , faaterratty. I, Marvir, currert/y reside ir Edfaortor, with fay 
Spouse Jarice (Echfaelzle) Pararych; ard our chitdrer all live ir the Edfaortor area. 

My faaterra! gr ard father, Robert Warrer, (b. Oct ZZ, 188Z) faet his Spouse Ester Iris Croshaw (b. April 05, 
1871) ir Wirripeg, Maritoba ir the early 1100’s. Robert was the Sor of WiHiafa Warrer ]r. ard Ear ah 
Robertsor. f/e was borr or the farfa just outside of Iroguois, Ortario. Iroguois is row part of the “Cost 
Villages’’of Ortario ard is buried urder the Et Cawrerce Eeaway. 


His father,WiHiafa Warrer ]r., took, over the farfa at the age of 15 after a clergy faar rotified the fa of the 
drowrirg death of his father, WiHiafa Warrer Er, ir the fjiagara river. The fafaily learred of WiHiafa 
Warrer’s death several weeks after it occurred- Robert’s Gr ard farther, Hurrah Wool/s Warrer, was 31 wher 
she was widowed- Ehe had eight chitdrer. 


Robert’s father, WiHiafa Warrer ]r. faarried Earah Robertsor. WiHiafa ard Earah had eight chitdrer. Three 


diedyourg. They were Johr, Mary, ard Edward- It is urkrowr how Johr ard Mary died but Edward passed 


away shortly after his third birthday, wher he fed dowr a 
wed ard drowred- It has beer said that he was p/ayirg 
arourd the wed ard had placed a bag over his head- 

Robert had two older sisters. Agres Louise Warrer (b. Eeb 
18, 18?l) was the oldest. Ehe faarried Willis Hewtor. They 
faoved to the UE ard lived ir Moretowr, Verfaort Willis died 
after cortractirg TS ir 1111. Wher WidiS died, the whole 
fafaily had becofae ill. Agres Warrer fjewtor, hadpreufaoria 
as wed as two of her chitdrer, ard the refaairder of her 
chitdrer were sick with whoop/rg cough. 

Agres, sofaehow survived ad this ard wert or to raise their 
rire chitdrer. Respite the earlier hardships, the fjewtor 
fafaily grew as her chitdrer faarried- Agres passed away or 
Jar Z5, 1166. Ehe ard Willis are buried ir Moretowr, 
Verfaort.

Robert Warren became a butcher. This is the trade he would use all his life to Support his family, f/is father 
also “worked the dray and Sold meat in the area", and when Robert had left home at the age of 22 , he went 
to work in Winnipeg for Ewift Canadian Company as a meat cutter. 


He Stayed at the rooming house run by Andrew and Josephine Qallasay, according to the 1106 census. T)ora 
Croshaw also ran a rooming house in Winnipeg. In the census, we find them living next door to each other. 
Eomehow, as next door neighbors, Robert met Ester Iris Croshaw, the daughter of George Croshaw and T)ora 
fCuddieJ Croshaw and his future lather in Caw and Mother in law. 


Ester was a certified Eunday CJchool Teacher. I am in possession of her certification document. When they 
married (April 10, 110?) Ester was only 16 years old- Robert would have been Z5. They were married in 
Winnipeg, Manitoba. We have yet to locate the marriage record but do have the following marriage 
announcement:

They moved to Carberry Manitoba, and then 
to Winnipeg and eventually they moved to Greenville, fjaskatchewan. fjaskatchewan would be their home until 
after T)ora died in 113?. George then moved to VegreviHe to be closer to his oldest daughter, Esther. He died 
there in 1113 and there he was buried- 


My grandmother, Ester Iris Crosbaw Warren was George and T)ora’s eldest child- 
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Back to the story of Ester ard Robert...From Wirripeg, Ester ard Robert Warrer, moved to B^ardor, 
Maritoba. Robert worked ir a meat shop there. It could rot have beer for very lorq, as we rext fird them 
rext ir Prirce Albert Easkatchewar upor the birth of their first child George William Warrer fb.

Tom Bowles was a frierd 
of Roberts ard had the homestead rext to the Warrer farm. He 
erfisted ir the army for WWl- 

Orce the Warrer homestead was “proved up ”, Robert ard Esther 
moved back to VegreviHe ir 1116 ard wher Tom Bowles returred from 
the war, he ard Robert Warrer opered the Pioreer Meat Market. 

T)ec Z1, 
1113) was borr ir Wirripeg Maritoba or a trip back to Wirripeg to 
visit the Croshaws.

May Z6, 
1118) ard Everett James Warrer fb. May Z6, IIZl).

Percy enlisted in the First World War and served as a 
military policeman, fie never went overseas. While arresting someone he Sustained a hernia. For whatever 

reason, Percy refused treatment for the 
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hernia and he was released from the 
Military as unfit for duty. 

I mention this in this way as there may be 
Some confusion with another Percy Urban 
McGinn who died in Germany and was 
brought back to be buried- They definitely 
are not the same person. Our Percy McGinn 
was removed from active service on Oct 1?, 
1116. Ethel and his children were living at 
2 ?? York Ft in Winnipeg’, with George and 
T)ora Croshaw. Percy died in early 111?. 

Percy and Ethel had two sons together. 
Percy, borne in 1111 and Ft an ley born in 
1113. When their father died in 111?, 
they were guite young. Ethel moved to 
Edmonton, Alberta after his death. There 
she would meet Benjamin Cinder and they 
were married Oct 16, 111?.

Percy McGinn. I am not Sure how they actually knew each other. Ben was born in Marathon, Wisconsin in 
1BB1 and was a homesteader around Elk Point prior to marrying Ethel. Ben Cinder accepted Ethe/’s two 
children as his own. 
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Ben And Ethel's stay in Edmonton was a short ore. They would move to Abbey jAskAtchewAn while Ethel was 
pregnAnt with Harold in 1111. They would otso have three more children together, Gordon born in 11Z1, 
CeonArd born in 1121, And TjoriS born in 112?. 

Ben And Ethel Cinder lived in Abbey, jAskAtchewAn the 
reminder of their dAys together. Ben pASSed aw Ay in 
1153, Ethel on in 113?- They Are interred together in 
Abbey Community Cemetery.

Cansdowne Croshaw 

Cansdowne William Croshaw u/as a bachelor for much of his life. 
Handed, no doubt for his unde Cansdowne Cuddie, his mother’s 
brother, many people called him “Gov”. 

He did marry finally to Zeora Goodman Hart in 1151 in Montana. 
It is unclear exactly where and how they met, but this was Zeora 
Second carriage. Although, Cansdowne does not have many records 
it is guite apparent he was ready to help his family when called 
upon. He was a painter as his father was and later he drove truck, 
for a living. He helped his sister Jane when she had problems after 
her husband Alfred, passed away. 

Prior to carrying Zeora, Cansdowne had a house moved into 
Cethbridge (l 750-51) onto a couple of lots he had purchased from 
the city for $2.50. He had made an agreement that work on the house would be complete by July 1151. 
He must have completed the work as 
there is no record of the City taking 
possession of the land after this. 

Zeora was 1? when she married 
Cansdowne. Her mother, Marietta 
Goodman passed away on dec 18, 1136. 

I have found some records to indicate 
that Zeora, s father was living in 
Winnipeg. John A, Goodman, her father,

Jane was the youngest living 
member of the family of J)ora Cuddie Crowshaw and George Crosbaw at the time. 

Ellen: I was going to tell you a little more about my mother, (Jane Morguerltta Crosbaw Ccott McKendry). You 
can use what you want for your story. 

Che told me about the bad tinges in the 30’s-40s. How she made the kids underwear, sleepwear, etc. out of 
flour sacks! At that time flour came in material sacks. I googled that and discovered that due to the many 
people using them for clothing the flour company actually changed to using different coloured prints for their 
sacks!

at least on the same property as George and T)ora. I believe that George Crosbaw sold his property and moved 
to VegreviHe to be closer to his oldest daughter, Ester. 

The 
best I remember about that time was a barrel of nice apples in the cellar of the house. They had water piped 
from a spring up on a hi//.

Murray: We had a buggy for summer and a sleigh for winter. We went to Moffet Jchoot which was a mite and 
a ha/fln the summer we walked and in the winter walked or caught a ride with neighbors when we could- 


fjancy : Iremember Sidney telling me about the wolves following the sleigh as they travelled in the winter time. 
They had a large pile of ashes out behind the toilet and the coyotes would Sit on the ash pile and how! at 
night. It made me shiver to think of it. There is nothing like the how! of a coyote to make a person's blood run 
cold- 


Murray: We had a one room school with a basement. It was heated with a coal furnace. We shared the 
responsibility with other students to arrive early to get the fire going and the school warded- Gome comings 
it was So cold we would inarch around to keep warm. We had up to thirty students with one teacher grades 
one through eight were regular classes and nine through twelve were by correspondence. 

We played hockey on a slough a guarter of a mile away. We had to remove snow from the ice with shovels. We 
also had community skate parties on evenings and weekends. In the Summer we played a little Soccer or football 
but mostly it was fastball (softball). We had a mixed team, boys and girts, and competed at field days. We did 
very well for a country school and had many ribbons, also broad jump, hop skip and jump, one hundred yard 

dash, three legged race and high jump. 

fjancy: They loved to go to dances. The whole family, young and old, 
would go together. They would dance and dance and as the children 
got tired, they would fall asleep on the benches or on coats that 
were laid out on the floor. Our family was called had the "Dancing 
Jcotts". Oh, how they loved to dance. They had bingos at the 
community hall. They had whist tournaments. They would go to 
each others' homes and play cribbage and crokino/e. 

Marvin: George Croshaw, Jane’s father, moved to VegreviHe, 

Alberta in 1^3? after Dora passed away. He passed away in 11^3 

Murray : We would have to get up around seven am, do chores, have breakfast and get to school by nine am. 

We took lunch to school. We used lard buckets or syrup pails. In the early years of my schooling I remember 
many days of bread and lard sandwiches. After the war started, things got much better.

Things didn’t work out as 
expected- Ehe booted LeS out and that’s when she bought the 
property in Magrath as mentioned in fjancy’s book. 

Murray: We moved to Lethbridge in October of 1151. Ellen was 
one year old; I was eighteen. 

Marvin: George Ecott also passed away in 1151. It is possible 
that Jane felt she had no recourse at this point. Arnie fjcott 
would live another 8years. It is unknown where she lived for 
this time. 

Ellen: Ken thinks she (Jane) had worked in MarguiS Hotel in 
Lethbridge but my earliest memory was of her working in the 
canning factory in Magrath. 

Murray : In 115Z, Mother (Jane) bought the place in Magrath 
and we moved there. 

Ellen: Later, Jane took many cooking jobs. A coffee shop called The Greasy Epoon, then The Magrath Trading 
Company at the coffee bar, doing great lunches etc! The company was owned by the McIntyre family. Fro in 
there the family hired her to work at their cattle ranch as they needed a good cook. Ehe worked at their sheep 
ranch as well, off and on for many years. 

fjancy: Jane was a good cook. A talent that we, her family, got to enjoy over the years. Though she went after 
what she wanted, she was a relaxed person. Ehe wasn’t a worrier. 

Ellen: Mom also worked as a cook at various hotels in Alberta, even a logging camp in northern British 
Columbia which was accessible only by Small plane and then tug boat. 
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Marvin: Annie Ocott passed away in 1 15 ?. $TAe /f buried in Greenville cemetery beside bet husband George 
Ocott 

Ellen: Gob and I were allowed to spend our summer holidays with her (Jane) usually but stayed with our older 
Siblings and their families the rest of the time. In 1160-61 she took a job as baker on The /[/orth/ancfPrince, 
a cruise ship making weekly trips to Hyder, Alaska from Vancouver. Jhe worked 3 weeks on and one week off 
and Stayed at my sister Florences in between. I talked Murray and Edith into taking me with them when they 
went for a visit. 

I talked Mom into letting me stay there and go to school in 116Z. Of course, Mom only stayed another year 
but really enjoyed the cruises! fjhe then returned to Alberta and went back to work at the ranch for awhile 
before she retired- Mom spent her time going between 

Saskatchewan, Albert and EC to visit her family. She was a 

hard worker and a very strong loving person. 

At the age of 11 ( 111?), Mo m moved in with uS in Langley. 

She was starting to have memory issues and had a stroke 
about a year later (ill 8). Because my husband and I both 
worked, the doctor didn’t want her to be left alone, So we 
moved Mom into Langley Lodge where she stayed until her 
death in Z003. Murray, Ruby and Bob came to visit at 
different times and she had lots of grandkids there as well. 

Ellen: I was going through Jane’s address book and came 
across a couple of Warrens. One on the island who had 
passed away (Robert) and I believe Everett Warren who 
actually lived in Langley also. I believe he lived with his daughter! Anyway, we had guite a few phone 
conversations, then one day he came to my home and handed me that dock! He was in and out So fast it was 
actually funny! I don’t know why he gave it to me as we were still figuring out who we were, loll 

Marvin: Everett and Robert Warren were Jane’s fjephews. They were both son’s of Esther Croshaw and 
Robert Warren. Esther was Jane’s oldest Sister. Everett Warren was their youngest boy. 



Ellen: He did call Mom, Aunt Jane and did go See her, although by that time my Mom didn’t remember him so I 
couldn’t get answers from her! I packed the dock away and we moved to the Okanogan where I met a new 
cousin, Jim Garrett but he couldn't help me with the Warren family either! 
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Eller: I sertyou the rewspaper clipping of her. Ghe loved the t^uSic hour ard Cary a/orgside the beet ard 
taught the*n r^ary verses to r^ary old sorgs! They said they didn’t krow there were so r^ary verses lol! While 
she was there she had visits fror*.Jim. ard T)a/e Garrett ard fror*.

Ker’s Mofo lives ir Eayr^ord ard I keep ir 
touch with her so we compare rotes lol.

fo let’s Start with the yourgest, Berjaonir. X have attached ar actual article writter by Orthea Cor Moser, 
the great gr ard-daughter of his third wife. 
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Benjamin was born on 20 February 1835 in 
Staffordshire England. He was the son of 
James Croshaw and Mary King. He had four 
brothers, Charles, Thomas, William and 
Edward. Edward died at the age of 19 and his 
one sister, Mary Ann, also died at a young age. 

Ben’s first marriage was to Martha Petty, 
but this marriage ended tragically when his 
wife died, childless. 

He then married Anne Bailey Lester, the 
widow of his best friend, John Lester. Ann was 
the mother of six children. Ann was born 27 
October 1836 at Nuselane, Shropshire, England 
to Samuel Bailey and Betsy Letheman. At the 
time of her marriage to Ben, John William, 
George Henry, Abraham, Eliza, Hannah Myra 
and my grandmother Betsey Ann were 
welcomed into the Crowshaw home along with 
their mother. 

In Willenhall, Staffordshire, England, four 
children were born to them, Mary Ann, who 
was named after Benjamin’s sister who had 
died as a child, Laura (stillborn), then Alice 
Louise and Gertrude Helen, Mary Ann died at 
the age of five years. The following account was 
given to Carol Young Litz by Gertrude 
Croshaw Young. Ann Croshaw said, “her little 
daughter Mary Ann expereineced one of the 
most beautiful deaths that she had ever seen. 
Mary Ann had a beautiful singing voice as did 
her father. When they went to church, she 
would stand up on the bench and sing with 
him. When she became seriously ill and the 
end was near, she asked her father to sing for 
her saying, “But daddy, I won’t be able to help 
you sing this time.” With a lump in his throat 
and tears streaming down his face he sang, “I 
am a little soldier, I am only five years old, I 
mean to fight for Jesus and wear his crown of 
gold. I know he will make me happy and love 
me all the day, so I’ll be his little soldier, for 
the Bible says I may.” As he started to sing 
have courage brother, Mary Ann bravely sang 
along with him in her sweet voice. Then she 
called everyone into the room and said good¬ 
bye to them. When everyone had been spoken 
to, a look of radiance came to her tiny face. 

She raised her little arms above her head and 
uttering a peaceful sigh, was gone.” 



BENJAMIN CROSHAW 


Benjamin loved to recall his boyhood in 
England and often told of visiting at the manor 
of his grandparents. He vividly remembered 
walking down the long hall looking at the 
portraits of his ancestors. When they came to 
the one of his father, it was turned to face the 
wall. This was because his father had married 
beneath him and had lost his title. His 
grandmother, Lady Caroline, carried a stick or 
cane and if they did not used the proper silver 
at the dining table, she rapped them on the 
knuckles. 
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Benjamin emigrated to America several years 
after his brother’s Charles and Thomas. He 
came over in 1879 and worked a short time in 
Michigan. Then he went to Oxford. Idaho 
where he ran a sawmill for his brother Charles. 
I am not certain of the location of this sawmill. 
The only sight of such an operation that any 
rsident of Oxford during my lifetime can 
remember is through the gate at the top of Lee 
Fisher’s lane then on past the three flats going 
up and across Gooseberry Creek then on up 
nearly to the top of the mountain. This would 
have been a project requiring extreme effort 
from man and beast to cut, trim and saw the 
slabs of pine, then deliver them to the towns 
about. Another possible sight is the 
Cottonwood area near Swan Lake. 

As he was preparing for his wife Ann and 
their children to come to this great new land, 
Benjamin filed for a homestead on 160 acres at 
the base of this picturesques mountain not far 
from the noted Oxford Peak. Ann and the 
children came over in 1880, arriving at Oxford 
on the 25th of September. 

Benjamin developed a spring on the farm 
and when the water rights became the subject 
of lengthy litigation, he was happy when a 
court decision found for him. The judge, 
commenting on the case remarked, “one might 
as well take the flour out of a man’s barrell as 
to take the water out of his spring.” They 
stayed on the farm for 12 years, even though 
Benhamin didn’t like that line of work, he had 
been a coal mine superintendent in England, 
which showed that he could manage a labor 
force thus explaining why his brother Charles 
hired him to manage the saw mill. 

One child was born to Ben and Ann during 
t he years in Oxford, a son whom they named 
Edward. This only son of Benjamin lived just a 
year. We assumed that. Edward was buried in 
the Oxford Cemetery. However, with the 
passing of time, this lone grave of the 
Benjamin Croshaw family has become lost. 



During his lifetime. Benjamin led an active 
life, he worked untiringly and unceasingly to 
build up his location, this being foremost in his 
mind. When he moved to Pocatello, he owned a 
block square, less two lots. 

After moving to Pocatello, we believe they 
had a good life, Benjamin was certainly a good 
provider and husband. He had to be a very 
special father, as many said that he made no 
distinction between his own children and his 
step-children. 

After Ann’s death on 9 November 1915, 
Benjamin went to live with his youngest 
daughter, Gertrude and her husband William 
A. Young. As old age took its toll, he 
completely lost, his sight and had to grope his 
way from room to room. On the day he died, he 
was sitting with all of the family in the living 
room when he suddenly stood and looked 
carefully at every face, then walked straight to 
his room, as if he could see perfectly, and died. 
It was just two days before his 84th birthday 
for which he had been helping plan a 
celebration. He died of heart failure on 18 
February 1919. 

He left two daughters, Alice Louise Roland, 
Gertrude Helen Young, also four step-children, 
Eliza Hamilton, Abraham Lester and George 
Lester of Oakland, California and Myra 
Sonnervelt of New Port, Oregon, Pallbearers 
were: Jesse Ver. HobsonrHerbert Hobson, John 
R. Hobson, John J. Croshaw, Tom Croshaw, 
and Verely Rowland.

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JL homas Croshaw was born January 4, 1844, in Birmingham, Warwickshire, 
England to Mary King and James Croshaw. His father James was a tailor by trade. 
Thomas was christened on March 27, 1869. He was the sixth of eight children. 
Thomas' siblings in order of their births are as follows: 

Joseph Croshaw (1833-1857) 

Benjamin Croshaw (1835-1918) 

William Croshaw (1836-1921) 

Charles Croshaw (1839-1917) 

George Croshaw (1841-deceased) 

Thomas Croshaw (1844-1911) 

Edward Croshaw (1846-1869) 

Ann Croshaw (1848-1860) 

When Thomas was just a boy around 4 years old, in June of 1849, his father 
James passed away. His mother Mary was alone in raising her young family, (Ann 
was just a baby) which was no doubt a challenge and hardship. His older brother 
Charles went to work in the coal mines at the very young age of 11 to help sup¬ 
port the family. 

In the 1851 census, Mary was listed as head of the household, working as a hand 
loom weaver of ribbons (A ribbon weaver: method of textile production in which 
2 distinct sets of yarns or threads are interlaced at right angles to form fabric or 
cloth), with children; Joseph (18) tailor, Benjamin (16) engine scholar and Ann 
(3). Charles was not listed and may have had to live near the coal mine where he 
worked. Their residence was listed as Chapel End, Hamlet of Hartshill, Manches¬ 
ter, Warwickshire, England. 

As Thomas grew older, he developed an ability to sing. At an early age, he sang 
with the boys choir in the Church of England, wearing a cap and gown. It is said 
that the first time he sang a solo he fainted away, apparently from nerves. As he 
grew older, he became a great entertainer. His dry wit, song, and poetry helped 
him to gain many friends. He and his brother were always admitted to places of 
amusement free because he gave so freely of his talent. 


When Thomas was going to school, he and a group of his friends went to a place 
where they were grinding material to make brick. Two of his fingers caught in 
the cogs, crushing them. On arriving home, his mother cried when she found 
out what had happened; but he said, "Don't worry mother. I'll never play truant 
again." 

His brother Benjamin later recalled boyhood visits to the Manor of their grand¬ 
parents. Benjamin vividly remembered walking down long hall looking at pro¬ 
traits of his ancestors. When they came to the one of his father (presumably 
James) it was facing the wall. This was because his father had married beneath 
him and lost his title. His grandmother "Lady Caroline" (maybe a title for Mary 
Avery?) would carry a stick or cane and if they did not use proper silver at the 
dining table, she rapped them on the knuckles. 
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In 1851, Thomas was just 7 years old when his mother, Mary King Croshaw 
passed away at the age of 42. Joseph the eldest brother died in 1857 at age 24. 
In 1860, when Thomas was sixteen, his only sister Ann died. Thomas was well 
acquainted with death at an early age. 

It is not known how the young family (ages 3 to 18) survived until we are given 
information in the 1861 census. 

The 1861 census finds the remaining members of the family living in Crescent, 
Willenhall, Staffordshire, England with older brother Benjamin Croshaw (26) 
head of the household, a miner, Benjamin's wife Martha Croshaw (26). Brothers 
Charles (21) miner, Thomas (17) miner, Edward (15) miner, and visitors Sarah Cox 
(25) and Sarah Taylor (31) ribbon weavers. 

When he was a young man, he worked in the mines at Wedensfield with James 
Lloyd, who later became his father-in-law. James Lloyd was a member of the LDS 
church and many times the gospel was preached in the mines by Brother Lloyd. 
Later, the Lloyds moved to Barrow Infernace and Jim Lloyd, James Lloyd's son, 
brought Thomas home from work and when Thomas saw his sister (Louisa), he 
asked to meet her. Jim was very much surprised to know he (Thomas) didn't 
know her. He called for her to come in, but Louisa slipped into the nearest door¬ 
way and he didn't meet her that night. Before long, however, they met and came 
to know each other very well. 

Thomas was said to be tall, dark haired and have blue eyes and Louisa was small, 
blue eyed and eventually went prematurely white haired. This trait has come 
down through many of the Croshaw family lines, at one reunion the comment 
was made, "It looks like a field of dandelions gone to seed in this room!" 

Reportedly Louisa invited Thomas to his first church meeting. His brother Charles 
and Thomas both joined the LDS Church, both being baptized on March 27, 

1869. Thomas was baptized by Joseph Capel. 

Just a few months after Thomas' baptism, Edward, who was two years younger 
than Thomas, passed away on May 4, 1869. The siblings who remained were 
Benjamin, 34; William, 33; Charles, 30; and Thomas, 25. 

Thomas' brother Charles had married Hannah Atkins on December 20, 1868. 
Hannah was not receptive to the Gospel, but Charles was converted and rather 
than give up what he knew was true, it was decided they should separate. 

The night before they were to separate, Hannah met her father in a dream. He 
told her that what her husband had done was the right thing, the Gospel was 
true. On the next day, all was made right and they started plans to come to the 
United States. Thomas, 25, and Charles, 30, and his wife Hannah, left behind 
their brothers William, 22, who lived his life in England, and Benjamin, who 
would later immigrate with his family as well.

Thomas, Charles and Hannah set sail on August 25, 1869 aboard the steamship 
Minnesota from Liverpool, England. After being on the Atlantic Ocean for 12 
days, they arrived in New York harbor on September 6, 1869. They were in a 
group of 454 LDS immigrants. Charles and Hannah's first baby was born 2 weeks 
later in Williamsburg, New York. Thomas stayed for a few months with Charles 
and Hannah in the east. 

The following September 16, Thomas arrived in Ogden, Utah by way of train. He 
worked for a time constructing the Salt Lake Temple. He then worked on the rail¬ 
road (Union Pacific) and was present for the driving of the Golden Spike. At the 
celebration, he escorted one of President Young's daughters, but was too bashful 
to dance with her. Later, he was at a dance and she was there, so he said, "Let's 
have that dance we should have had." Brigham Young offered Thomas a building 
spot on South Temple in Salt Lake City, if he would stay and sing in the Taberna¬ 
cle Choir. Thomas had other ideas. 
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Charles and Hannah stayed for a time back east and worked in the coal mines in 
Pennsylvania, a familiar vocation for Charles. In the fall of 1870, the little family 
went on to Ogden, Utah as well. Thomas met them at the station. Andrew Shum- 
way, who became a close friend, led them to Mendon, Cache County, Utah. Their 
first home was a "dugout" in the side of a hill. 

When Louisa Lloyd arrived from England, October 1, 1870, Thomas surprised her 
by meeting her in Ogden. She first went to live with her grandmother Ann Ed¬ 
wards Lloyd in Smithfield, Utah. 

On October 14, 1870, Charles wife Hannah gave birth to her second baby and 
was confined to bed rest. Louisa offered to come help. Conveniently, she saw 
more of Thomas while helping! 

When her friends invited her to Salt Lake to spring conference, Thomas said, 
"She'll be there before then, and I'll be with her." They were married on Novem¬ 
ber 22, 1870, in Salt Lake City in the Old Endowment House. This was less than 2 
months after Louisa's arrival in Utah. Obviously they were very happy to see one 
another and renew their acquaintance. 

Their first home was a dug-out in Mendon, Utah, which they shared with Thom¬ 
as' brother Charles and his wife Hannah and family. This is where their first child, 
Nellie, was born. A rain storm came up a few hours after the baby arrived and 
the dugout was not very secure from the elements. Thomas held an umbrella 
over Louisa and the baby to keep them dry and sang "Home Sweet Home."

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The following year, spring of 1872, they moved to Oxford, Idaho area. The two 
families traveled together. Thomas and Charles walked and the babies, Hannah 
and Louisa were in the wagon. Here they raised children as well as hay, milked 
cows, and kept chickens and pigs. Thomas and Louisa had nine children together. 
Their names in birth order are; 

1) Louisa "Nellie" (1871-1966) 

2) Thomas James or "Tom" (1873-1940) 

3) Mary Ann (1875-1876) 

4) William Edward (1877-1961) 

5) baby twin (1879-1879) 

6) Ann Atkins (1879-1961) 

7) baby boy (still born, 1881) 

8) Laura Lloyd (1882-1965) 

9) Susan Elizabeth or "Susie" (1884-1972) 

(Notice the twins born in 1879, one did not survive) 

About 1873, Thomas was given a church position in the Oxford Ward as Sunday 
School Superintendent. He held this position until he went to Cotton Wood as a 
mill hand. 

In 1880, Thomas and Charles purchased a saw and shingle mill in Cotton Wood 
Creek, run by water power. They found a drop in the creek sufficient to run 
the turbine that out-rated the water-powered mill. Thousands of board feet of 
lumber were sawed in these mills. Many barns and buildings in the area got 
their lumber from these mills. The newspaper reported that men could earn $50 
to $60 dollars a month working at Croshaw's sawmill and Croshaw was hiring. 

These mills operated at full capacity for seven months of the year, the winters 
were too severe for logging or milling. 

Thomas' older brother, Benjamin, immigrated to America in 1879 and worked a 
short time in Michigan. He then came to Oxford as well, where he ran the saw 
mill for his brothers. He had been a coal mine superintendent in England and had 
experience managing a labor force. 

The 1889 census finds Thomas Croshaw (36) head of household, sawyer; wife, 

Louisa (34) keeping house; children: Nellie L. (8), Thomas J. (6), Edward W. (3), 

Ann (7 mo.) and brother Benjamin Croshaw (43) sawyer. 

Benjamin homesteaded land and prepared for his wife, Ann and their children to 
come to this great new land. Benjamin had taken care of Thomas and his young¬ 
er siblings when they were orphans in England; Thomas was now able to assist 
his older brother to get settled and established. 

In 1880, Louisa was cooking for the mill workers, as well as running a supply 
store and millinery shop. 

In the fall of 1881, the mills were sold to a company by the name of Fielding and 
Ferguson. Thinking all men to be honest, no papers were signed and no mon¬ 
ey advanced. They turned over the mills but no money was ever received. They 
found themselves in debt for the mills. In order to satisfy creditors, Charles sold 
part of his farm and Thomas sold his place.

In 1882, thirteen men formed a partnership and purchased a saw mill in Goose 
(Grouse) Creek, west of Oxford. Thomas and Charles were two of the thirteen. 
Thomas' work in the mill was called an 'off bearer.' He marked all the lumber, 
telling the board feet in pile. He could look at a tree that was still standing and 
tell with accuracy how much lumber would be obtained from it. 


Louisa was left at the home place alone a lot, as is was a distance to the mill. She 
sold milk and butter, also ran the milk wagon to the Old Creamery at Oxford Sta¬ 
tion. The following year, 1883, they built a 
five room house at Goose Creek and moved f ■ v 

the family to be closer to Thomas work. The 
house was still in use as recently as 1952. 

Benjamin eventually moved his family to Po- £ 
catello, Idaho. Charles remained in Oxford. 




In May of 1897, Thomas was ordained a 
High Priest in the church by Nets Graham. 
After the mill business, Thomas went to 
work for the railroad again as a plumber. He 
did the first plumbing ever done in Pocatel¬ 
lo, Idaho, when there wasn't anything there 
but a string of railroad houses. He became 
the foreman of the crew and worked as 
such until his accident. He traveled from 
Huntington, Oregon to Green River, Wyo¬ 
ming, and from Butte, Montana to Salt Lake 
City, Utah, laying pipes which carried water 
to the railroad buildings. In 1902, as they 
were laying pipes under the tracks in the 
yards in Pocatello, a large chunk of frozen 
dirt caused by a switch engine fell on his 
neck, nearly burying him alive. He received a 
back injury from which he never fully recov¬ 
ered. 
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Thomas Croshaw wasn't a preacher, but he bore his 
testimony in song. He and his son Will sang together, 
both having beautiful tenor voices. There was even a 
recording made of their voices together. Thomas knew 
all the church hymns and also the popular tunes of 
his day. Some of them (popular songs) were: "Darling 
Mary", "Chicago Fire", "Mary Mind My Clothes While 
I Go Bathing," "Sarah's Young Man," and "Death of 
Lord Nelson." 

Thomas Croshaw died May 9, 1911 in Oxford, Idaho. 
He was 67 years old. His wife Louisa lived on another 
31 years, never remarrying. Their graves are together 
in the Oxford Cemetery, Oxford, Idaho.

Charles Croshaw, sor of Jaimes Avery Croshaw ard Mary Kirg 
was borr ZZ August Id? 1 ir F/edworth Warwickshire, Erglard. 

t/Jher Charles was rire years old his father died■ l/Jher he 
was e/ever years old he wert to work ir the coal litres ir 
Warwickshire to help Support the family of eight. Wher he was 
eighteer to twerty years old he wert to work for a large 
corstructior compary at Sarrior Furrace. 

Ir the sprirg of I860 Charles heard for the first time the 
gospel as told by the Latter-Day fjairts from a mar whom he 
krew as]ohr Lloyd■ He was baptized 6 August 186%. Dorirg 
this time, Charles begar keepirg comp ary with Harrah Atkirs, 
a beautifulyourg lady with deep Set eyes ard torg black shiry 
hair. Che was the daughter of]ohr Atkirs ard Elizabeth \/ale. 
Harrah left the home to Seek employmert upor the death of her mother. Che fourd employmert at Hars/ey 
Hall a part of the Kirgs Palace as the chief cook. Che worked there for three years. 

Charles ard Harrah were carried or December ZO, 1868 ard begar houSekeepirg ir Sarrior Furrace 
Harrah was rot receptive to the gospel but Charles krew that he had heard the Gospel ir its p/airreSS ard 
rather thar give up what he krew to be truej it was decided that they should Separate. 

The right before the separatior was to take place, Harrah met her father ir a drear -u He told her that 
what her husbard had dore was the right thirg ard that the gospel was true. Or the day they were to 
Separate thirgs were charged completely ard they begar to make arrargemert to come to the (Jrited CtateS. 
They set Sait about August 1861 ard arrived ir /[Jew York early Ceptember 1861. About two weeks later their 
first child, Mary Elizabeth was borr ir Williamsburg, /Jew York. Charles brother Thomas traveled with them 
from Erglard but did rot remair ir /Jew York. Father, he came to Utah ard Spert time workirg or the 
Temple ir Ca/t Lake City. 

Charles was urab/e to obtair emp/oymert ir /[Jew York so he wert to PerrsyIvaria to work ir the coat 
mires. Harrah joired him there later. Che was baptized or 1 Jaruary 1870 ir the icy Perrsy/varia Fiver. 
Che supported her husbard ir every way ard she herself served ir mary positiors ir the Church. 

Early ir the fall of 1870 they travelled by trair to Ogder, Utah. Ardrew Chumway, who became a dose 
frierd, led them to Merdor, Utah. 
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T^eir first home was a day out ir the side of a hi//, f/ere their secord dauqhter Louisa, was borr or Id October 
1870. To help Hurrah white she was corfired, Louisa. Lloyd, daughter of Johr Lloyd came to live with their. 
While here, she tret Charles’ brother, Thomas Croshaw. They were worried ir the Erdowmert House about 
1872 a.rd moved irto the duqout with Charles ard Hurrah. 

Ir the Sprim.j of 1872, Hurrah qave birth to a. Sor, Charles Edward- Twoyears later arother Sor, Johr 
Ja.ir.eS joired the family. They were borr ir a. loq cabir with a. dirt floor. 

About the tiire, Charles homesteaded 160 acres of lard South of Oxford Idaho ard built a. loq house 16 feet by 
20 feet where they lived urtil a. rew hoire was built ir 1881- 

Ir theyears 1876 ard 187? Charles ira.de two freiqht trips with 
ok teams ard waqors froir Corirre, Utah to the irires ir Butte, 
Morto.ro.. Or his returr trip hoire ir the early wirter of 187? 
Charles ercourtered temperatures of 60 deqrees below zero ard 
rea.r!y froze to death but returred home sa.fe/y. 

Ir 1878 Cha.r/eS a.rd Thomas decided to qo irto the sa.wmi/1 
buSireSS- That Summer they built roa.ds irto Cottorwood \fa.Hey 
a.rd Set up two mills, a. shirq/e mill a.rd lumber mill. The bui/dirq of 
the roa.d irto Cottorwood Vo.ttey was a. very ha.rd ta.sk. After 
croSSirq the ma./r ridqe of the mourta.ir, they ha.d a. three mile 
duq way krowr as Croshaw’s T)uq Way. AH traffic traveled this 
road- Later a road was cut throuqh the 'harrows" which 
e/imirated the trip over the hill. 

They beqar operatior of the shirq/e mill first. Ir order to operate 
the lumber mill, a mill race was built out of the Cottorwood Creek 
ard rar it about a quarter-of-a-mi/e where they had a drop Sufficiert to rur a turbire that outdated the 
water-powered shirq/e mill Wher they beqar to operate the mills thouSards of board feet of lumber were 
Sawed- This was hauled to rortherr Utah ard Southerr Idaho. Ma.ry barrs ard bu/td/rqs ir those areas qot 
their lumber ard shirq/es from these mills. 

Charles’ brother Berjamir had come from Erq/ard with his wife ard eiqht childrer to help rur the mills. 
lived with Charles ard family ir the 16 k 20 ft home. 

JJurirq this time, Jim Crart from l/irqiria ard CHude Homiltor, both with saw mill experierce came to rur the 
mills. These mills operated full blast for sever morths of the year but the wirters were too Severe for loqqirq or 
m/llirq. 

Ir the fall of 1881 the mills were Sold to a compary by the rame of Fieldirq ard FerquSor. Thirkirq that all 
mer were horest, ro papers were Siqred ard ro morey advarced- They turred over the mills but ro morey was 





ever received. They fourd themselves ir debt for the mills ard ir order to satisfy their creditors, Charles Sold a 
/part of his farm ard Thomas Sold his place ard moved to Grouse Creek, west of Oxford- 
Or December 1, 1880 Harrah gave birth to a daughter, Arrie Vale. Che died ir 1883. 

Charles Croshaw served faithfully ir mary Church positiors ard his cortributior to Oxford were the p/artirg 
of the tall poplar trees that Surrourded each block ard added shade ard beauty to the orce thriving towr. fie 
was a truck garderer ard hauled his produce ard fruit as far rorth as Pocatello ard as far south as Logar, 
Utah se/lirg it as he wert He was ar agert for the Deseret Hews for 2?years ard a subscriber for 38 
years. He also, with his sor-ir-taw fiore! Harrell irtroduced dry farmirg ir that area. He reported to the 
Deseret Hews that his Sors raised 3,000 bushels of grair or lard that had growr rothirg but Sagebrush. 
Harrah Croshaw died ir 1112. Charles remaired ir Oxford ard cortirued his work urtil his death ir 111?. 
Thomas ard ferjamlr evertua/ly moved to Pocatello, Idaho where they established homes ard raised their 
families.
